ness at their rooms, J6U Nass&u street, this 
morning at nine I'cloek. A good deal of inter- 
est was felt in tie result, as a contest was ex- 
pected between v.he Anti-Slavery and Conserv- 
ative sections. So tuwpy were in attendance 
that the meeting adjourned to tbe Beekmau 
street brick church. 


Dr. Bacon, of New Haven, moved that tbe
